"I may frankly toll vou that / iJiink 

Bnliih Columbia a qlorious Province — n 
Province whioli Canada .should bo proud 
to possess, aud whoso associntion wiih the 
Dominion she ought to regard as tho 
crowning triumph of Federation. "—From 
Lord DulTorin's speech at Vioioria, Sept. 
20, 1876. 

These words were not lightly spok- 
en, and they will not be lightly es- 
teemed. All Canada has long been 
accuatomed to regard with coufidonce 
the utterances of their greatest Gov- 
ernor; and His Excellency's eijeecb at 
Victoria will tend to incronso (if such 
were poBsible) their confidence in bis 
judgment. Lord Dufferiu came 
amongst us as an invited guest. He 
was met on the threshold of the Pro- 
vince with an insult so gross — so in- 
decent aud outrageous — that we hesi- 
tate to more than allude to it in this 
article. Had be resorted to duplicity 
and deceit, had ho met our people 
with well lounded sentences aud 
honied words aud held out false hopes, 
ho would have been spared the ordeal 
through which he had to pass. But 
he ohose the straightforward and 
honest oourse — met and conversed 
with men of all classes and frankly 
told them bis honest convictions with 
respect to the subject nearest their 
hearts — the Railway. During his stay 
Hia Excellency visited various parts of 
th^ Proviace-and saw for himself the 
wonderful resources that now lie dor- 
mant for want of encouragement. He 
saw oux .illimitable forest and sea 
wealth; tasted our bunch-grass beef; 
tisited our tracts of agricultural land 
in the interior; inspected . th^ vast 
stores of fossil 4ild nuneral wealth that 
eyerywhere present themselves; find 
cQUverQcd with thrifty and hardy 
populations who, in spite of many 
dij9co,i^ragements, have devoted their 
lives to the advancement of the native 
wealth of their adopted honues. He 
has finally expressed the opinion, 
fotmed after careful examination,' that 
' "tJils is a glorious Province," Well, the 
people of British Columbia* will be 
glad to hear this opinion of their coun- 
try from their late distinguished visi- 
tor. They will understand that they 
have a "friend at Court"— a powerful, 
influential friend-^to plead their cause 
in tuture controversies. . Canadian 
statesmen will not refer to Columbia 
as a "sea of mountains," "a barren 
waste," or a "heavy burthen" with the 
unimpeachable testimony of Earl Duf- 
ferin at hand to refute their slanders. 
It is fortunate that Earl Dufferin 
came amongst us. Ho has seen and 
appreciated tho value of tho Province 
to the Confederation, and unhesitat- 
ingly declares that "Canada should bo 
proud to possess us." Superficial 
people who declare that Earl Duffer- 
in's visit was "much ado about no- 
thing," but show their ignorance and 
narrow-mindednoes. Thoy are of the 
kind who expected Earl DufTerin to 
define a line of railway that should 
pass before and end at every man's 
door. They would even - have been 
satisfied if be had patted them on the 
head and uttered some oily compli- 
ments and made some vague promises 
that would have bound no one to' their 
fulfilment. But because he was franjc, 
and honest, and straightforward, and 
told them many wholesome truths in- 
stead, they pronounce bis mission a 
failure. Well, the country should be 
thankful that people whos^.> thoughts 
run in that groove do n>.'t constitute a 
majority in the Province. Most persons 
are content to await results, as the 
farmer who puts in his crop Awaits 
with patience the harvest. Tho 
Governor-General received a favoraljhi 
imprefision of the people and Province. 
Ho will not fail to bring thoni into 
favorable notice evorywhoro; and with a 
friend so i^oworful and iniliiontial to 
inform tho world of tho groat wealth 
that lies dormant within our bordor.s 
tho eil'oct of his visit cannot fail to bo 
highly beneficial to the inhabitants. 
This is, indeed, "a glorious Province;"' 
and v.'hou Eiirl Diift'oriu makes "much 
ado" of what, he saw here depend upon 
it Canadians and Euglishraon will not 
say he is talking "about nothing." 



DELAYED DJSPATCHES. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, Sept. 18. — Tho steamer 
Corinthian ran-ashoreon a rock a little 
east of Grafton this morning. The 
freight and passengers were all saved. 
Tho steamer is Bupposed to be not 
much damaged. 

EUROPE. 
London, Sept. 19. — The steamer 
Canadian, ashore near Lorno. is ex- 
pected to get olF. She is discharging 
cargo. 

Tho Transvaal republic ia euniploto- 
ly disorganized, and that high t)flicial8 
are asking for British annexation. 

London, Sept. 18. — An immense 
meeting on the Eastern question was 
hold at Guildhall to-day over which 
the Lord Mayor pre.sided. The pro- 
ceedings were niurkod by somo disor- 
der. An address to the Queen was 
voted, deploring tho outrages of tho 
Turks and praying England no longer 
to support Turkey from considerations 
of political expediency. An amend- 
ment expressing confidence in tho 
govern mont was rejected by an over- 
wholming majority. A motion in fa- 
vor of tho immediate convocation of 
Parliament was carried. The crowd 
was so great that the vast throng was 
unable to got into Guildhall, and an- 
other mooting was hold outside tho 
building. Similar meetings have been 
held at Exeter Hall and Trafalgar 
Square. 

It is expected Russia will accede to 
tho peace jn'oposalB of tho other pow- 
ers. Tho control of the Servian army 
is in Russian hands. 

Tho 'Standard's' Belgrade corres- 
pondent says the political situation is 
serious. Russia, wnuMu iuiuioo4> 
have tho war drag on, supports the 
war party. Tho great powers are 
pressing tho Porte to extend the truce 
for a month. In this they are simply 
playing the game of Russia, wboso in- 
fiuenco is jjredoniinont. 

Maduu), Sept. 13 —The euro of San- 
ta Cruz who figured so conspicuously 
during the recent Carlists revolt, has 
been sentenced to ton years imprison- 
ment in Opntumacion, on the charge 
of murder and arson. 

London, Sept. 19. — A correspondent 
of the "Times" at Vienna, in a dis- 
patch to that paper comments as fol- 
lows on the unfavorablo recejition of 
tho Porto's reply l.y all tho powers, 
except England. What seems to have 
been decisive with most of them was 
tho attitude of tho Russian court, 
where it was pronounced impertinent. 
Before the Porto's answer was given 
there had been unmistakjiblo .symji- 
toms that the agitation going on in 
Russia was beginning to produce some 
eflect in the court, aud that danger of 
a divided opinion among tho Powers 
existed. The supposition that the 
main objects of Marshal Mancuffol's 
mission to Warsaw was to counteract 
the effect of the national movement in 
Russia and restrain the Czar and gov- 
ernment from taking an independent 
lino of action ha.s every probability, in 
view of the state of feeling in Rus.-iia. 
Tho only way of avoiding a schism 
among the Powers was by inducing 
the Porte to make, formally, a con- 
cession in regard to au armi.stico 
Consequently the Austrian ambassador 
was immediately informed that tho 
compromise in regard to an armistice 
was not deemed satisfactory, and ho 
was instructed to use all hia influence 
to induce tho Porte to grant, formally 
a copsatiou of hostilies, which it had 
already granted 'do facto.' Russia, 
with whom, above all, an active ex- 
change of ideas has boon made with 
regard to the conditions of peace pro- 
posed by England, seems rather di?- 
posed to bo satisfied with this general 
basis, aud it ought not, therefore to 
be impossible to frame a settlement 
which might be accepted on all hands; 
but it remains to be seen whether tlie 
form in which the Turks have giantod 
tho Husponsion of hostilities will bo 
consideretl satisfactory.

Co.NciiETE Hou.sES. — Tliose who have 
seen tho experiment tried of builtling 
ooncrote houses in various parts, of the 
world will be interested in learning that a 
house of this class is being built by Mr. 
A. Oldershaw, on Craigtlower road. The 
concrete is luamifactured from cement 
and gravel, which it is said will resist the 
efi'ects of the I'leri'est heat and most in- 
tense cold to which it is likely to be sub- 
jected in this climate. OauuUiou fame is 
have been in tho habit of using onlinary 
lime instead of Portland with very good 
results, but there can be little doubt that 
the l-itter material is deciilcilly preferable. 
To many who know nolhiugof the liuild- 
iiig of concrete bouses a brief description 
of tho iKocess may not lio iiniiitoresting. 
In tho lirst place tho foundation of tho 
building must be of tho firmest and most 
substantial description, as tho concret'", 
when perfectly dry, has about tlie same 
spocitic gravity as limestone, and is much 
heavier than brick of the same thickness. 
Oothisfounibition are i^laceil casin,cs about' 
two feet deep,a'id all being ready tiio cuii- 
creto is paclied into them to tho depth of 
one foot, and if the weather be favorable 
another foot may he added tho next day. 
On the third day tiio casint's are remov- 
ed and the wall is found .snlHcii ut I v h ird. 
Tho caiiiiigs are then r.iiscd to conliuo 
another foot of ooncrele, and so mi, the 
building progri siing just a foot earli ihiv. 
When tho walla are up uml tUe roof in 
place, the concrete is ready for whatever 
outside finish of roughcast, stucco, or ar- 
tificial utono may bi; desiied. .-\. compiny 
in Ontario liavi; iutrcjduced a ]iatent cas- 
ing of sheet iron to be used in keeping 
the concrete in place, instead of tho eliiii)- 
Hj' wooden material formerly u.sed. The 
cosit of (1 concrete house is said t o bo not 
greater than of an ordinary roughcast of 
the sumo Btyle and dimensions, and it 
would c'ertainly seem to bo preferable, as 
It could hurdly fail, if carefully construc- 
ted, to be wanner and more Kubstantial 
besides furnishing a much better snr,''ace 
for exterior eiui)ellishments, such as or- 
nai.ient.il facings a'lul cornices of arlili- 
cial stone.

ViCTOBIA, Aug. 21. 

Tho present poijuliition of Yictoria 
is estimated iit about six tbousuud 
])crsoiis. Tills Joes not includo the 
liKiiaiis; tho Cliiuoso, are included in 
tho si.'c thousand. Tho "Celestials" 
are said to number as many as one 
thousand. Tho business iiortion of 
the citv i.4 built cliiefly of red brick- 
some of tbo fcitores and ofiQces are of 
slono. The residences are mostly 
wooilen. aofue ox lUo oiuicu uru very 
largo, nnd cbntain excellent stocks. 
Tho wholesale stores, which, with tho 
iii.suraucfc offico3,aro almost exclusively 
on tho street along' tho front, aro 
(liiitn prot(;n!ious cstiiblishmonts. The 
l osidoiice.s have generally a neat flower 
garden attached to each, and the ma- 
jority of them are embowered in the 
luxuriant foliage and flowers of a 
species of woodbine called Chineso 
Hoiioysiicklo. Among the places of 
business uro an astonishingly largo 
number of restaurauta each with its 
dozen or more o£ little square tables. 
Saloons nnd hotels abound too to an 
0x1(^11 wliich would shock tho ideas of 
an (JntiuKj proliibitionitiL The number 
of iihiccs in thia city for the aalo of 
liijuLU' is about tifty or si.xty, a.i many 
in proportion to the j^opulation as 700 
would be in Toronto. There 19 no 
limitation to tho number of them but 
the iliscroti(jn of a licensing board of three. 
Until Iho appointniont of the throe 
coiuinissionors under an Act passed by 
liio jircsent Local Government, the 
granting of licenses was absolutely in 
tho liund.s of the Mayor — certainly a 
very bajipy arrangement for one who 
was lunbitious to occupy tho position 
ol' cliief nmgifcTrato for a number of 
years in succession, and to feel him- 
self a power among his fellow-citizens. 
Xotwithstanding the number of theso 
places, however, I have as yet seen 
but little druukouness, and only the 
faiiite';t indication of a tendency to 
brawling. 

St. John's (Anglican) church is a 
corrugated iron struoture, lined with 
^vood. The Beformed Episcopal 
Church, wbich, it will bo remembered, 
was the outcome of a secession from 
tbo congregation of tho English 
(Jatlieihal about a couple of years ago, 
under tho then Doau, now Bishop 
Cridgo, has one tho largest places of 
worship ill tho city. The congrega- 
tion is lar{,'o, nnd is considered a 
"s>voU" one. The Alotbodists have 
an Indian Mission church, and a 
Chinese Mission church in addition to 
those in\7bich the British members of 
that do nomination hold their services. 
The Jews have a larger syuagoguo 
liiaii tlio now Olio recently completed 
in Toronto. It was erected, however, 
ut a Limo when tho children of Israel 
were much more numerous in Victoria 
than they aro now. Several years 
ago there were a great many Jews 
hero, but tliero aro at present only 
a very few fuiiiiliea of thom. 'J'he 
('liiuese liiivo also a Joss Houso, as 
their place of worship aro called. 

Tho Parliament buildings ore very 
prettily situated across a narrow arm 
of the sea from tho main portion of 
tho city. Thoy luo six in number. 
Tho Ijogislative chamber, which is so 
hiuall that I hopo the progress of tho 
I'rovinco will necessitate its enlarge- 
ment of a very few ye^ra, is at tbo 
rear of the grounds, with a depart- 
mental building on each side of it at a 
tow yards distance, another in front of 
it, and another on either side of tho 
latter. All tho buildingH are of rod 
brick, and present a tastinoas of ap- 
[loarance that would shame those in 
which tho Ontario Legislaiiird meets 
ill Toronto, Tho Custom House is a 
neat brick building, and tho Post 
Ollico a fiiio liirgo stoiio odifioo. There 
IS a tlu-.'ilro iu Llio city, in which por- 
furiuaiicca aro frequently given by 
various travelling companies. Two 
newspapers are published daily (in the 
niorningj as woU an weekly, and con- 
tain tolegranis from lilastorii Canada, 
tiio United States, and Europe, in- 
forming their roadora as to tho iin- 
l])ortant ovouta of tho past twenty-four 
lidiirH. 

Victoria is charmingly aituated. Tho 

arm of the sea just alluded to extouds 
through il, with Hovcriil bcmlH, and 
hna tbo appoaruiico of a iuaieHli(; rivor 
of beautiful blue water. Along this 
are tho wharves, to and from which 
largo sI.eanierH pass when the tido »» 
lowest as well as when ,it;.ia-jat 1 fclW' 

ised 



away from tho city in almost everv 
direction one sees mountains. Tho 
view dovt'n Government street south- 
ward ends with a magnificent range, 
which rour their venerable hoary 
heads away up into tho sunlight above 
tho clouds, thirty or forty miles dis- 
tant across the straits in Washington 
Territory, and yet iu (bo clear atmos- 
phere somotinie.s aocm near enough 
for ono to touch them. In a clear 
day Mount Baker can also bo scon 
eighty or ninety mile.s away to east- 
ward. The other day I was taken by a 
couple of lei^dil^g citizens of Yiotoria 
for a drive dub into the country in the 
neighborhood of tho city, and while 
out went by a turtuoua route over ten 
or twelve miles of as good counti-y 
road as I have ever travelled on in 
Canada. 

! All the roads here are made and 
^'kept in repair by tho Local Govern- 
ment. In course of our jaunt I saw 
not only an immonso quantity of rock, 
but also very iiuich luoro extremely 
rich soil and hundreds of Holds of 
very line-looking grain not yet quite 
ripe enough for harvestihg. Immense 
ridgoa of gneiss rock break and swell 
through the aurface of the ground in 
every direction, and close up to these 
all vegetation grows with n nuik 
luxuriance which is very striking. 
Orchards are numerous and extensive, 
nnd the fruit growing iu them is large 
sized, sound, and abundant. I was 
taken into ono of tlicsoiii wiiioli thei-e 
wereniiplo, poar, pluiii, and ebony 
trees, many of thein ao loaded wilh 
the fruit tha^ the branches were al- 
most breaking. Delicious yellow 
plums were growing in cluster like 
grapes. The cherries wore as largo 
as any I liad ever soon and boaiitifully 
sweet. Ah tho Bunie placo soino line 
large raspberries were still on tho 

vegetables and roots wei-o growing. In 
returning to tho oily wo caino by some 
of the prettiest drives one could wish 
for to a . place called Beacon Hill on 
the shore of the Strait. Here a re- 
servation of 175' acres of finely diver- 
sified land has been resarvcd for a city 
park. On the top of the hill is a grass 
grown trench in tho form of a circle, 
tho origin of which is unknown to tho 
present inhabitants of Victoria, and in 
regard to which the Indians have no 
tradition. Several mounds, resembling 
graves, exist in the same neighborhood 
and what they are is also only matter 
of conjecture. 

Ono might reasonably iiu])pui-;e that 
necessarily having very intimate trade 
relations with San 'Francisco, the peo- 
ple of Victoria -would be veiy much 
Americanized; but the roverso is tho 
fact. Thoy aro unmiadakably 11 Bntisli 
community. As one veiy good evi- 
dence of tluH, I might refer to tho 
number of sigua bearing tho words 
"Skittle alley" to bo seen ou going 
about the streets. Another slight in- 
dication of tho same thing is tho fact, 
hicli I gradually became aware of 
during a horseback-ride across to Es- 
quimau and ' book on Saturday, that 
the rule of the road hero is to keep to 
your left. 

Tho motto "Carnarvon terms or sep- 
aration," and the attempt to make the 
procession escorting the Governor- 
Goneral'a carriage go under the arch 
on which, it was displayed, have been 
a leading topic in the city since. The 
feeling against tbo .MiicUuiizio Admin- 
istration in respect of their railway 
policy is, no doubt, very strong. NVith 
one section of this coininuuity it is in- 
tense; and even those who are under- 
stood to be the champions of the Gov- 
ernment do not go any further in their 
defence than to endeavor to mitigate 
the severity of the slrictures parsed 
upon them by 1 heir avowed aud most 
bitter oppoiientH. All threats about 
separation, however, aro mere empty 
talk, or at least are only made use of 
for the purpose of expressing in a 
highly ompliatic manner tlie dissatis- 
faction of those who employ thom. 
Tho arch on wbich the motto iu ques- 
tion was nflixed was not erected out of 
the fuuds of the General Decoration 
Committee, but was the result of a 
separate subscription. The Old Coun 
try portion of tho po])uiation gonernl- 
ly rojjudiate tbo arch and the little 
ebullition of feeling wbich took place 
in connection with it, and put all the 
blame on the shoulders of persons who 
formerly resided in Eastern Canada — 
Canadians simply us they are distinct- 
ively called hero yet. 

The people here enjoy tho cates of 
fresh ocean salmon, turbot, halibut, 
delicious little oysterH of about the 
size of snails, crab.s, grouse, at 
very low jirices; but ot\ the other 
hand they have to pay dearly for neces- 
sary articles, which are cheap in Ivist- 
orn Canada, o. g., lifty (!onts for but- 
ter and eggs in the summer (which 
they ocQsider cheap) and a dollar in 
the winter. The common denomina- 
tion for amounts less than a cbdlar is a 
"bit." A bit is ton cents and is used 
both here and California. It is said to 
bavo oiigiiiiiled from miners, befon; 
regular money was in circulation 
ainong them, cutting nuggets into 
Hinall pieces as near' the value of a 
dime as possible and using them for 
piirclinsiug purposes. A bit's worth 
of anything in tho smallest quantity 
which can be bought here; there- are 
no five cent pieces.
